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The Mixture 
As Before 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 3— 
At about the time Sir Anthony 
Eden, Prime Minister of Great 

Britain, was 
speaking to the 
Senate and the 
House of the 
Congress of the 
U nited States, 
the Lebanese 
embassy was 
handing: a meés- 
sage to the U.S. 
State Depart- 
ment. 
Purporting to 
represent eight leading Arab 
states, the document stated none 
of the eight would accept any de- 
cision regarding them which might 
be made by the coming talks by 
the Anglo-Americans and France. 

The same hour the news agen- 
cies were bringing in a short dis- 
patch from Cairo, Egypt. It re- 
ported the Egyptian chief of staff 
as saying the army had completed 
training and maneuvers with the 
new weapons obtained from 
Czechoslovakia, These ‘included 
Soviet jet fighter craft. 

A half-hour later the same ma- 
chines beat out another story, 
this one from Jerusalem. It was 
a repetition of the Israeli plea to 
buy arms from the United States 
to balance off the Egyptian 
equipment purchased from the 
satellite Russian state. 


Another Item 

There was one further item of 
news. It was that efforts were be- 
ing made to settle the oil dispute 
at the Oasis of Buraimi in far- 
away Saudi Arabia. 

This, of course, is the mixture 
as before. 

But, let no thoughtful American 
fail to note the significance of the 
fact that our interests and se- 
curity are involved in the ambi- 
tions rampant in the ancient lands 
of the Bible and the competition 
for oil in the Arabian peninsula. 

Once we were compelled to send 
troops to Korea to stop Commu- 
nist aggression. We came close 
to committing our Air Force and 
paratrooper units to battle in In- 
dochina. 

And one of the tentative plans 
suggested by the United States in 
the discussions with Sir Anthony 
Eden calls for intervention by the 
United States should war break 
out in the Middle East. A second 
proposal is.for economic sanctions 
and blockade. These were dis- 
cussed, not determined. 

What frustrates both the British 
and the United States is that 
blockade and economic boycotts 
of the Arab states would drive 
them all into the arms of the 
Russians. 

The British, for this reason as 
well as the more selfish one of 
personal trade needs, have been 
pushing a relaxing of restrictions 
in international commerce. 

There is no doubt, for example, 
that if Malaya could sell her raw 
rubber, her economic conditions 
would be improved and the Com- 
munist cause there greatly dam- 
aged. Ceylon also has rubber to 
sell. 


Strategic Materiel 


This now comes under the cate- 
gory of strategic materiel. The 
British want to sell to China. In 
the discussions here, agreement 
was reached to review these trade 
regulations ‘‘from time to time.” 

The British were pleased. Rea- 
gon for their pleasure is they pri- 
vately were told that as soon as 
the U.S. elections are over in the 
fall, the Americans will agree to 
relaxing restrictions. As matters 
now stand Sen. Knowland of Cal- 
ifornia, and other senators friend- 
ly with what is here called ‘‘the 
China lobby,” strongly are com- 
mitted against any easement. 
They want them tightened, not 
loosened. Sen. Joe McCarthy, for 
example, used Britain’s alleged 
trade with Red China as one of 
his major propaganda weapons. 

Sir Anthony Eden, himself well 
aware of the political implications, 
understands the administration's 
dilemma and accepted the private 
assurances of a later “‘review.”’ 

But, the British view increased 
world trade as the one economic 
weapon which would enter Rus- 
sia in Africa and the Middle East. 
If the free world does not trade, 
the Russians will be able in time 
to capture the market. 

There is no ready answer. And 
the dangerous flaw persists. The 
two great free nations, the United 
States and Britain, have ‘basic dif- 
ferences and cannot unite on a 
single policy. The Arab nations, 
knowing they will have Russia's 
support, have already said they 
will refuse to accept any Anglo- 
France-American decision regard- 
ing them or the North Africa 
Arab states.

In effect, Truman said the vice 
president had called him a trai- 
tor, and he made it plain he re- 
sented the epithet. A grim look 
came over his formerly cheerful 
countenance as he_ said_ the 
thought of it made him ‘‘not only 
want to swear but to punch some- 
body.”’

Just about a third of the people 
working in Atlanta are women.

State of Georgia. 

The other dav some U.S. agencv 
(I can't find the clipping) rushed 
into print to state more married 
women were working than ever be- 
fore. The release didn't say why, 
but one may deduce they need the 
money. 

Georgia's Department of Labor, 
Employment Security Agency, 
keeps tabs on working girls. While 
their surveys don’t go into the mat- 
ter of whether the workers are 
married, still there are some in- 
teresting figures. 

The Labor Department's report 
for December reveals 532,000 per- 
sons were employed in the Atlanta 
area (non-agriculiural pursuits). 
Of this number, 107,900 were wom- 
en. Statewide figures for Decem- 
ber show there were 965,400 Geor- 
gians engaged in nonfarm employ- 
ment. Slightly more than 351,000 of 


these emploves were women. 

Now, take these 107.900 women 
working in Atlanta. What do they 
do? Where do they work? The 
state's reports don't specify their 
duties, but a breakdown is pro 
vided on broad types of employs 
ment. 

Twenty-one per cent of the wome 
en are working in manufacturing 
industries. Undoubtedly a bunch of 
these are stenographers and a lot 
are production emploves. 

Twenty-three per cent are ene 
gaged in retail trade. (Sales girls, 
mostly, one may suppose.) 

Thirteen per cent work for gove 
ernment—federal, state or local. 

Ten per cent work in finance, in- 
surance and real estate businesses, 

Six’ per cent are employed by 
transportation, communication and 
publie utilities. 

A catchall classification, service 
and miscellaneous, grabs 19 per 
cent.

Lavender and Old Ace 


This is an old story. It happened back in 1912, the 
year Woodrow Wilson was elected to his first term, the 
year Bob McWhorter made all-America at Georgia and 
little Jimmy Lavender pitched for the Chicago Cubs. 
The story is about Lavender, one of Georgia’s lesser 
known major league stars, but for no reason at all. 

This story will testify to that. There’s more than this one 
incident about Lavender to recommend his immortality. On Aug. 
31, earn he ml a no-hit, no-run game against the New York 
. Giants. 


The Giants, it seems, were more 
or less his personal property, for they 
were his victims in this story, too. 
This is an event of more than passing 
interest for the major league history 
involved, and for another reason. 

One night last summer a pleasant 
ee little man to whom time had been kind 

» presented himself at the pass gate at 
Ponce de Leon Park. His name was 
Jimmy Lavender. He was then some 
70 years old, but still applying himself 
to a daily assignment with the state 
. highway department at Cartersville. 

He talked about INs_no-hit 
game, but he didn’t bring up the 
story of this one. I bring it up now 
because of a clipping from an old 

Cleveland newspaper. In a series 

called “My Biggest Baseball Day,”’ 
called by some the greatest catcher of all

time, puts his finger on a game that Lavender pitched. Not 
his no-hitter. 
Rube Marquard, the big Giant left-hander, had won 19 


straight. This was and still is a record never tied nor approached 
by another major league pitcher. He was going against the Cubs 
in Chicago on July 8, 1912, for No. 20. 


—Even the Ushers Pulled for Marquard 


*“‘But he didn’t win—he didn’t even finish,’’ Archer said. 

*‘We came in from St. Louis that morning, where we'd been 
going terrible that year. The Giants were leading us by 15 games. 
The ball park was jammed. They were out to see Marquard win 
his 20th. When we walked into the park you could have knocked 
us over with a feather. Even the ushers were pulling for Mar- 
quard and the Giants. I never saw anything like it... . 

“‘We were starting a young pitcher named Jimmy Laven- 
der. He was a peculiar little fella, one of those determined 
Southerners. His home was in Montezuma, Ga. And super- 
stitious, my gosh! If he’d win a game, from then on he'd 
wear the same clothes, go to the ball park the same way, do 
the same things, eat the same food and drink the same stuff 
every day until he lost one. 

‘“‘He was a peculiar pitcher, too. He was one of 
pitchers who had both a spitball and a good curve ball. 
threw ’em all the same way. I'd take him through lots of games 
without a spitter, and other times I'd take him through without 
a curve. He was pretty good against the Giants and he pitched 
even though he’d worked three innings the day before in St. 
Oe 

These were the first days of the break-up of the old Cub team 
of Frank Chance. From 1912 on it went from bad to worse as age 
mowed down the fading veterans. But when the Giants showed up 
they .managed to get tough.

‘‘The game itself wasn’t much,’”’ Archer said, ‘‘but the atmos- 
phere from the minute we stepped into the park impressed me 
and has stayed with me. We were like strangers on a foreign 
field. After we were through warming up I remember I said to 
Lavender: 

**‘Jim, if you ever pitched in your 
Don’t let this big guy beat you.’ ” 

The way the afternoon went Lavender stayed in hot water 
through the early innings. The Cubs scored first and held a two- 
run lead after four innings. 

‘‘Well,-suddenly Lavender settled down and they couldn't do a 
thing with him. They made some errors behind Rube and finally 
Josh Devore batted for Marquard in the seventh and we had him 
out of the game. We went on to win, and Marquard’s streak 
was broken at 19 straight. 

‘‘We were happy. To us it was the same as winning a 
World Series. But as we walked off the field our own fans 
were still yelling at us, ‘Yeah, you guys would have to go 
and do a thing like that!’ ’’ 

That’s the little story.: It’s old. It must have been a memor- 
able day, though, for there were a lot of great days in the great 
career of Jimmy Archer. The day that Jimmy Lavender broke 
old ace Rube Marquard’s winning string, though, was the great- 
est. And that’s the same quiet little old man you see if you're 
around Cartersville.

PARTLY HABIT

will a good posture; you have 
to feel like standing up. 

With three good meals planned 
around the protective foods, 
and with well-toned muscles, 
good posture should be a nat- 
ural. 

But glamour is always so 
much more exciting than just 
plain posture, let's go at it 
from that angle. Posture ts 
the very backbone of glamour. 

Forget all the familiar cor- 
rectives; they're too rigid. The 
glamour rule is to stand like a 
princess. A movie star passes 
along this rule: stand as if 
you were three-quarters of an 
inch taller than you are.

SQUARE SHOULDERS 

Carry your head proudly— 
pull up with that bump of self- 
esteem on the top of your head. 


Square your shoulders, but

Good posture is disciplined, 
but relaxed. The discipline is 
through the middle muscles. 


You thin girls complain bitterly 
that a weight gain is no help 
to your figure because fat settles 
in the wrong places. 

That’s your fault if you set- 
tle for the slump. Keep on 
the beam, pull up and in, and 
make the midsection muscles 
do the lifting—that’s streamlin- 
ing.
